Halley’s Comet Update reveals the latest 
findings on the most famous comet of all time. 
Telescopes on Earth and spacecraft launched 
months ago are gradually uncovering the secrets 
of this long-awaited visitor from outer space. 
What is Halley’s Comet? How can you best see 
it and when will it come again? Find the new 
answers and new mysteries of Halley’s and 
other comets through April 27. 


Sky shows can be seen on weekdays at 2:00 
p.m. and weekends and holidays at 1:00, 2:00, 
3:00 and 4:00 p.m.

Exploring the Skies of the Season offers a 
look at the glorious night skies over San 
Francisco no matter what the weather. Shows 
are on Saturdays and Sundays at 12 noon. 


Laserium 


Laserium uses a 1-watt krypton gas laser to trace 
intricate, multicolored patterns of light against 
the Planetarium’s star-filled sky. A 5-watt argon 
laser adds dazzling beams of azure light to each 
show which is performed live to a variety of 
music ranging from classical to rock. 


Crystal Odyssey is a program of classical 
music by Bach, Saint-Saens, Grieg, Mussorgsky 
and others performed against a backdrop of 
lyrical weaving lasers. Crystal Odyssey is 
presented on Saturdays and Sundays at 5:00 
p.m. Tickets are $4 for adults and $3 for seniors 
and children 6-12. 


Led Zepplin: In The Beginning, featuring 
hits from Led Zepplin’s first four albums, is 
presented Thursday through Sunday at 9:00 
p.m. with late shows on Friday and Saturday at 
10:30 p.m. 

Dark Side of the Moon is a memorable laser 
light show set to the music of the incomparable 
Pink Floyd. Shows are Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday at 7:30 p.m.

Wilderness depicts in 
color photographs by 
Victor Banks one of 
South America’s little 
known wonders. 
Grassy floodplains 
attract wildlife in such 
great diversity and 
concentration as to 
Teddy Roosevelt visiting create one of the most 
the Pantanal in 1914 extraordinary displays 
of nature in the world. The Pantanal is on 
display in Cowell Gallery through April 6. 


The Pribilof Islands lie stark and remote off 
the coast of Alaska. But these barren islands 
are host to abundant bird and marine mammal 
life, which has been documented by 
photographer Kevin Schafer. These color 
photographs are on display in Lower Cowell 
Gallery through April. 


California Gold, 50 specimens from the 
state of California’s historic gold collection, is 
on display in Mineral Hall. This collection tells 
the story of the Gold Rush with pieces from 
all of the major strikes in the state. The Fricot 
specimen is a dazzling highlight - a huge mass 
of crystalline gold weighing 12 pounds. 
California Gold will be on display through 
mid-March.
